A  Country  Day  and  Boarding  School  for 

Children  Under  Twelve

The  Appalachian  School  is  a  twelve 
months  school  -with  accommodations  for 
fifty  children  and  a  staff  of  eight  teachers 
and  workers.  Located  in  a  splendid  cli- 
mate, the  school  property  affords  a  rich 
natural  environment  and  opportunity  for 
outdoor  life  all  through  the  year.  Th 
dormitories  are  comfortable  and  modern 
and  the  farm  furnishes  a  good  living  for 
the  family  and  for  the  numerous  pets. 

The  curriculum  includes  a  thorough 
study  of  the  regular  English  branches  and 
Bible  study,  nature  study,  music,  and  hand 
crafts  have  been  added  to  the  course  oi 
study  required  by  the  State.  Each  schoo 
day  begins  and  ends  with  a  service  in  the 
Chapel. 

About  half  the  boarding  pupils  have 
relatives  or  friends  who  pay  the  tuition 
charge  of  five  dollars  a  week,  and  the  resi 
are  dependent  upon  the  school.  It  is  for 
these  dependent  children  and  for  th 
poorest  of  the  mountain  neighbors  that  the 
grant  from  the  National  Council  and  the 
supplies    from    the    Woman's   Auxiliary    are 
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jsed.     Not  only  in  providing  for  homeless 

children,    but    also    in    making    possible    a 

school    where     parents,     who     in     spite     of 

limited    means    are    anxious    to    give    their 

children  the  best  home  possible,  may  know 

their    youngsters    are    well    cared    for    and 

iappy,  the  Church  is  doing  a  valuable  work. 

During   July   and   August,   the    school   is 

operated  as  a  summer  camp  with  the  usual 

amp    activities — swimming,    hiking,    handi- 

rafts,  over-night  camps,  and  riding  on  the 

farm  horses  and  ponies.    Volunteer  workers, 

ollege  men  and  women,  assist  the  regular 

taff,    and    the    enrollment    is    increased    to 

seventy.     The  fees  which  the  campers  pay 

are  a  real  help  in  financing  the  school,  and 

he     contacts     which     the     boarding    pupils 

make   with   these   youngsters   from   another 

world  are  most  beneficial. 

PENLAND  WEAVERS  AND  POTTERS

The  Penland  Weavers  and  Potters  is  an 
dult  community  handicraft  organization. 
Through  this  department,  over  sixty  men, 
women,  and  boys  have  been  given  employ- 
ment which  has  led  them  to  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  living,  to  a  finer  appreciation  of  the 
aesthetic  values,  and  to  a  deeper  knowledge 
of  the  gifts  of  life — educationally,  physic- 
ally, and  spiritually.  As  one  friend  put  it: 
At  a  time  when  according  to  the  most 
recent  report  published  by  Mr.  Harry  Hop- 
kins  thirty  million   persons   or   nearly   one- 
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fourth  of  the  population  of  the  United 
States  are  being  subsidized  by  the  Federal 
government,  it  would  be  hard  to  over! 
emphasize  the  importance  of  a  work  whiclj 
is  giving  employment  and  therefore  mdel 
pendence  and  self-respect  to  a  unit  o| 
society  in  the  Carolina  Highlands." 

For  the  past  five  summers,  this  organi- 
zation  has  been  sponsoring  a  Weaving  In 
stitute  which  is  conducted  by  one  of  the 
ioremost  authorities  on  hand  weaving  ir 
the  country,  Mr.  Edward  F.  Worst,  o 
Chicago,  author  of  "Foot  Power  Loor 
Weaving"  and  "How  to  Weave  Linens/ 
This  Institute  has  attracted  a  most  unusua 
group  of  people  from  all  over  the  Unitec 
States — -people  -who  are  now  cooperating 
with  The  Penland  Weavers  and  Potters  ir 
the  erection  of  a  new  crafts  building  whicri 
will  be  called,  "The  Edward  F.  Worsl 
Crafts  House,"  and  which  will  be  head- 
quarters for  the  Weaving  Institute. 

Other  friends  also  have  contributed  the 
$2.50  which  covers  the  cost  of  one  log,  and 
will  have  their  names  on  the  roster 
donors  which  is  to  hang  in  the  living-room 
Because  of  the  way  in  which  the  building 
is  being  built,  we  do  not  feel  that  it  will  be 
the  property  of  The  Penland  Weavers  and 
Potters  nor  even  of  The  Weaving  Institute, 
but  that  it  will  be,  rather,  a  laboratory 
where  the  crafts-loving  people  of  the  whole 
country  may  come  at  any  time  of  the  year 
and  work  out  on  the  looms  threaded  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Worst,  designs  em- 
ploying the  simple  four-harness  weaves  as 
well  as  the  crackle,  linen,  summer  and 
winter,  and  double  weaves,  requiring  many 
harnesses.
